them. Secondly, by the honourable enlarge- 
ment of your Ma4* Dominions, by annexing 
thoſe goodly Countryes, and fpacious Territo-

T is the part of valanit and noble ſpirits to apply their 
indeauonrs to honourable and worthy atchmements : 
but chieſely to frame theiv aftions therein by the rule 
of vertwe , and accompliſh the end for which they were 
created, which ts, m their vocations to ſerue and glort- 
5 GOD, anddve good vntoothers; For the better performance of 
 hewr duties m that behalfe , let them examine their inclinations and 
eſpoſitions ws the courſe of their life , and what they find themſelues 
veſt inclined vito, to that let them ſeriouſly bend their forces : eithey 
o cheriſh or ſuppreſſe it , to follow or forſake it , accoraing as it ten 
«th to vertue or vice : to honour or diſgrace. 
As touching the cour{cs of life , inclining to the better part, ſome 


© nen are natu-ally gra: n te be Schollers, ether m Duiaity , Philo= 


Jophy, or at fer learimng - ſme are more mmclined io be St-tiſf.s; {ome 
zo be Souldeers , ard trauellers: ſome aefire to be Citizens and Aer 
charts ; & ſome like b:/? to leade a ( onitrey- life, and follow busbane 
dry; and otherſome are wholly inclined to the EMechannicalltrades, 
ad bardy crafts. In all which profeſſions , as men are naturally ad:- 
Gted more, or leſſe, they attaine 10 per eflion, and may thereby accom 
pliſh the end for which they were created. But to wndertake any pro= 
feſſion contrary to a mans naturall mclmation, ts a loſſe of time , a 
worke that yeildeth neprofit , but breedeth many inconueniences, an a 


deftrojeth nature : For the mecre Scholler will nener be geod Statiſt, 
; B Sonlarer 3 
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- Souldier , e Merchant , nor Mechazicall tradeſman, (' yet learning 
#5 a ſingular helpe in all theſe profeſſims ) neither will the profeſſed 
Souldier ener attame to exquiſue perfeition in learning , or mn other 
profeſſwns :, ſo likewiſe of the reſt. T he natural mclination af man, 
may be ſomewhat reſtrained, corrected and reformed , bit 7, rarely 
ard hardly altered. 
Naturam expellas furea licet , vſque recurret, 

= theſe ard all other profeſſions what ſoeucr , men may ſo proceed: 
1m their particular ſocieties, that each ſeuerall company in bis proper 
vocation , may be a helpe , comfurt aud ſupport wnto the reſt : and 
they are firmely bound both by the Law of God and Nature , to fol.- 
low their profeſſions for the benefit of others : not coneteouſly, ſeeking 
only their owne game thereby : but charitably, reſpecting firſt the glo- 
ry ef God, and then th: honour of their Prince , andprofit of their 
Countrie, which 15 the end for which they were created. 

| To the end therefore that our Countriemen of all profeſſions inthi, 
Kingdome may be worthily induced to performe their duties in that 
kink not only at home in their owne (onntry, but alſo abroade in for- 
raigne parts , whereſoeuer any of our Nation ſhall be imployed, either 
by diſconexy or conqueſt , for the reducing of Untnowneand barba- 
Yo0145 people ( void of all knowledge of God, and cmill gruzrnement ) 
to Chriſtiantty , and the ſubiettion and obedience of our Soueraigne , 
ard that ſuch other as wart wnployment, or competent meaies to fol- 
low their profeſſions , and are ſlipt aſide from vertuous exerciſes,and 
honourable enterpriſes, to idle wantonneſſe, eſfeminate diſorders, and 
Other extrauagant conrſes of life, may be reoalled, reformed, and en- 
EOMraged ( by better endeawonrs ) to performs? their duties to God, 
their Prince , and Conntry. 1 thought it connenzent to propotnd vn- 
ro them '« worthy and memorable enterpriſe : ( for the proſecu= 
tion + accompliſhing whereo f,it hath gratiouſly pleaſed bis Mateſtie 
to orant to a Corporation of Lords and Gentlemen very ample priut- 
ledge by Patent ) namely, the diſconery and plantation of the greateſt 
part of the rich , and mighty Empire of Guiana : wherein they ſhall 
find variety of imployments ,to {pend their times worthily in their ſe- 
werall vocations : plentiful meanes to ſupply all wants and neceſſities 
and many worthy aduentures to obtaine immortall renowne , and 


erpetuall fame. | 
perpetuall fame PT 
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eArd foraſmuch as all mens ations are ſubiet to miſcenſure,and 
ſome ( perhaps ) may thinks the labour loſt, which ts beſtowed un this 
enterpriſe, ſuppo/ing the Comntry being rude, barbara and heathen, 
to be wrprofitable : I will therefore here particularly ſhew wherein 
our Conntriemen of the ſenerall profeſſions before mentioned, 
may profitably labour us this worke, and performe thereby to 
God a ſernice moſt acceptabler , ard regiſter their fame to all po- 
fterity. | 
Firſt, the Scholler in Dinine learning may worthily [abovy the 
conner ſion of infinite numbers of vnbeleening people , who may be res | 
auced to a quiet, ſober, and cinill life ; The Scholler in Philoſophy, 
and other learning , may doe much good by training vp the youth inn” 
the knowledge of the litterall arts , and by prattiſe of his skill in Phi- 
fiche & Chirurgery ; The Statiſt may highly adnance his Princes 
ſerwice & his Countries good, by gining ayds vnto this ation, & his 
diſcrect and pronident furtherance in managing the buſineſſe thereof; 
The Souldier and Traueller,by bearing armes in the execution of this 
noble enterpriſe, by memorable diſconeries of ſtrange & vukhnowne 
Comntries and Nations , may open the way to encreaſe andinlarge 
the Dominions of our Soueraigne; The Merchant by aſſiſting «x 
plantation there , and by erecting conuenient faftories for that pur= 
poſe, may highly encreaſe the trade of merchandiſe , by returning 
thence the richeſſe and commodities there found and gathered; The 
(ountry-man that profeſſeth husbandry and tillage of the earth, way 
alſo be ſufficiently imployed for the increaſe of corne and cattell , & 
1 plan ting, gathering ,and getting, 4s many rare & nebe(ſary fruits 
and prouifions , as ſhall be needefull for the life of man; And laſtly, 
the Mechanichall tradeſman , ard ſuch as exerciſe the handy 
crafts , ( in which company T include all ſorts of labourers ) may by 
this ation of Guiana, highly aduance their trade s 3 occnpations, to 
their owne vnſpeakable profit , and benefit of others, by their diners 
and ſundry workes for ſeucrall uſes,and for all per ſous of all quality 
. whatſoeuer : and may teach the people of that conntry ( being once 
connerted to Chriſtianity , and brought to the knowledge of cinill go= 
wernwment ) ſuch ſeucrall trades , as our experience ſhall finde neceſ> 
ſary for them, and conuenient for vs. 
Haxing here particularly ſhewed wherein our ((ontriemen of di- 
B 2 | wer 
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wers pro feſſions 345 worthily follow their vocations , and imploy their 
endeanours im this eftwn : I leare the ſabictt whereon they are ts 
worke , to be more fully expreſſed in the following Relation. 

And becauſe the; may the bet. er be enconranea in this enterpriſe, 
by examples of the like nature : let vs locke into the diſconeries and 
conqueſts . prr formed by the Staniaras inthe Eaſt andlWeſt Indies, 


but chiefely mm the weſt where, with a ſmall number, and as it were © 


' with 4handfullof men , Hernando Cortez a $ pamard. m the yeare 
of our Lord 15 19. diſcorered and corqurered that preas , mighty, 
and rich Kmgaome ot New Spaine, ard the Cittie of Mexico. 

And in the yeare of eur Lord 153 t. DcnFrancilco Pizarro at- 
tempted the conqueſt of the great Kingdome of Peru; he vanquiſhed 


Atibalipa the Kme of that Countrey , conquered and ſubdued ma- 


ny ſpacious and rich Prouinces : and in the end after infinite perils 
and dangers by pratliſe of the Indians and much variety of fortune 
by ciuillwarres with his owne Nation , he atchiened bis enterpriſe, 
T he particulars of theſe diſcontries and conqueſts, are more at large 
recounted by Peter Martyr in hss Decades, by Benzo, and diners 
other Anthors , tawbich for brenities ſake I referve you. T he honour 
theſe Spariards gained by theſe diſcomeries and conqueſts was doubt-. 
teſſe great : but the benefit that enſued to the Crowne of Spaine., and 
all the Spaniſh Nation thereby , was infirite beyond expeflation , as 
amply may appeare in the Anthors late mentioned , and im the Na- 
tural and Moralhiftory of the Eaſt and Weſt Indies , written by 
Ioſephus Acofta, 
| Let ws alſo note the wonderfull worker of God in thoſe Conntries, 
ard his preat mercy thereby ſhewed to the Inarans whe by their con« 
tinnall conrerſation wth Chriſtians , are reduced from their abho- 
inable life, cruel warmers, & former infidelity,to the knowledge of 
Ged & to the fruition of the holy Ghoſt in Baptrſme ; for in ab thoſe 
great Proninces , conguered in Netw Spaine, the reople are generate 
dy conwerted t6 Chriſtiantty : for about the yeare of our Lord 1524. 
there went diners learned men into thoſe parts , who by learning the 
Indians languages , and their pamefull dilrygence in teaching and in= 
frutting youth , did ſo effeftmally proceed in that laborious worke, 
that within the I:mits of many hundred leagues , there are few or 
- owe Uuebriftenca, The beginning of that worke was very difficult, by 
reeſou 
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reaſon of the vizaptueſſe of the Indians , ſo long imbraed in eruell ſa- 
erifices of humane blsod , and abhominable 1 latry : andby thecon- 
tinaall malice of the Denill, revelling againſt God , and firming ts 
mamtaine his owne kingdome ; but in the end their conſtant and pain- 
full rxacauonrs ſo farre prenciled , thar Chriſtian Religion increaſed 
ano1 ft them tothe eſtab'1ſhing of many Biſhopricks in New Spaine, 
befides duuers Schuoles of learning. So likewiſe inPeru , and amers 


. other Countries , conquered by the Spaniards , the conuerſions of 


the people hawe proceeded to ns lefſe admirable effets. 

As touching the ſtate of comm04-wealth,they hane all ſorts of Go- 
wernours, and Magiſtrates in great honour and yeputanon ;houſes of 
Nobility and Gentry flouriſh, and increaſe amongst them; Soulaters 
avd Traxellers are regarded highly, and worthuly rewarded, Mer- | 
chants and tradeſmen proſper and oather wealth is extraordinary 
mea 'wre;what ſhall I ſay more, there be few or no profeſſions or trades 
amongit vs, in theſeparts of Chriſtendome , but the ſame are vſed, 
foRowed and pratliſcd m great per feition. boathin New Spine, Pe= 
ru, 4»d other parts ofthe Indies, where the Spamards haue pre- 
waited by their Conqueſt s. | 

By theſe memorable examples may owr Nation ( being in va= 
lony imferiour to none other under Heaxen ) be moned and ſtirred vp , 
70 the ondertaking of this noble attion of Gmiana ; which in reſpeit of 
the climate, fertility of the ſoyle, andtrattable diſpoſition of S peo 
ple( whereof ie the followmg diſcourſe I haue ſpoken more at large ) 
doth aſſure vs, that ( with Gods faunuy ard afſiſtarce ) as great ef- 
felts may be wremght in the conucrſion of theſe Nations ; And as 
great berefit , and commodity may ariſe tothe Realme and Crowne 
of England, both m generall and particalar , as ever was performed 
or obtamed by the Spaniſh Nation , ſince the firſt begmning of their 
frawels and ar[coneries. For if they in New Spaine and Peru, haze 
Crchenille, Anir and Cotton wooll : we mGuiana haxe alſs Cotton 
woolt . Tobacco, Sugar-canes , dluers good commodities for Dyers, 
and likewiſe in all like lyheod Cachenille, and ſundry ſorts of excellent 
word for loyners worke, and other vſes. If they bane variety of Apo= 
thecary drnyges . and Balſeme for Phificke , and Chirsrgery : ſo al- 
fo baze we and thoje that are of adymnrable vertne. If they bane gold, 
Flucr, and ther meitals : Prarles andpreciona ſtones : ſo doubtheſſe 

Ws 
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we in time may bane the li\e , having had good teſtimony thereef al. 
ready : as plainely ſhall appeare hereafter when time better ſerneth, 

” MAoreoner, one ſingular aduantage we hane before them to further 
& aduance our enterpriſe by the peculiar loue and aſſetion of the peo- 
ple in thoſe parts, towards onr Nation before all others. For whereas 
the Spaniards were conſtrained by great !abour , bloedy battles , and 
much cruelty ( for which they loft their hearts ) to ſubdue the In- 
dians : we contrariwiſe are well entertained, aud friendly receined by 
them, being willing ts hold comerce vith vs : whereby we hane a more 
ſecure and ready meane , to eſtabliſh apcaceable and aſſured Cons- 
monwealth among ft them , for the imployment of all the ſeuerall pro- 
feſſions of men mentioned before. 

Fwnally,for your better inducemet to the worthy vndertaking of this 
high a{tion : let ws call to remembrance one excellent and materiall 
ob[cruation ; that is, the diſcouery af this Conntrey of Guiana , was 
heretofore attempted by Sir Walter Raleigh,who made an honorable 
entry thereinto by the riner of Orenoque ; what he then, there diſ- 
conered, and how great and aſſured his hopes were , of gaining toour 
Country ineſtimable riches , and ſubduing tothe Crowne of England 
A potent Empire , he effelinally and faithfully publiſhed to the world : 
which excellent diſcomrſe 1 wiſh you topernſe ,proceeaing from ſo wiſe 
andindiciall an Author, who if ſome krowne fortunes had not croſſed 
his firſt intendments , for the proſecuting of that enterpriſe had , (in 
all ltkelihood ) long before this time increaſed the honour of our Na- 
tion, by the reputation of the moſt famous and rich a:ſconery and con- 


gueſt that the world could afford. 


Let vs herewithall obſerue,that before his time it was often attemp- 


-tedby the Spaniards,but to ſmall effeit;for either by misfortune of ſhip< 


wrack, , difſention among#t the moſt emment perſons in their Troopes, 
mutiny of the Souldrers, miftaking of the Commanders,or violent fu- 
ry of the Indians (who beare an inueterate & mortall hatred againſt 
them ) they hawe ener failed of their purpoſe : whereof the ſaid diſ- 
courſe of $.\Walter Raleigh maketh particular metion more at large. 

T he contimall loſſe, and great misfortunes that baxe followed the 
Spaniard: from time to time, in all their attempts of this diſconery & 
conqueſt , for the ſpace of an hundred yeares : andthe fortunate ſus- 


-Ceſſe that moſt happily fanonred net ovly the ſaidSir Walter Ralcigh, 
but

but my ſelfe likewiſe ane diners others of our Nation in our firſt at- 
tempt thereof, 1 ( it neue being heard of that any Englith man 
or boy was ſlain through the hatred or malice of thoſe Countrey people 
towards vs : Or that ener any Engliſh ſhip , or pinace at any time 
mniſcaried, or ſufered ſhipwracke upon that coaſt; ) ©") may be a 
great preſumption , and may giue v8 0n aſſured hope , that the power- 
full hand of God doth worke for 5 in this behalfe : and hath reſerned 
the execution of this at:on for the honour of our Nation. 

Which forcible confiderations , gane me great enconragement to 
r-paire the decay of ſo worthy an enterpriſe not with intent to rob hims 
of his honour , who firſt of all our Nation ( nobly with great __ 
ment and valour ) gaue rhe onſet ; but rath:y to doe him more ho- 
nonr , by working vpon his foundation , aud proſecuting thr; proiett, 
according to his firſt deſignes : which doubtleſſe aimed at the glory of 
God, his Soneraignes ſeruice ; and Countries good. 

Herereupon I wad try all of my fortune in the attempt , aud haue 
found the ſuceeſſe ſoproſperons and hopefull , (although it hath beene 
chargeable vato me ) and my acceptance ſo free and friendly among it 
the Indians , that it gaue not only to my ſelfe,but alſo to the reſt of my 
aſſociats , and many others ( who ſince that time haue gone into theſe 
Countries, with the loue and good liking of the people hane lined &f 
remained there for the face of amers yeares ) good aſſurance of re- 
paying the charge paſt with trebble recompence, and a reſolued cou- 
rage to proceed mm the enterpriſe : to the proſecution whereof zwe haue 
dewoted both our ſubſtance and our ſclues, 

eAnd becanſe the life of this Aition confiſteth in the timely pro- 
greſſe thereof, and requireth the aſſiſtance of many Aaduenturers : I 
thought it very needfull te lay before you theſe former examples , and 
matieriall conſiderations : and therewithall doe recommend vn- 
to you this following Diſcourſe ( wherein I hane compiled the hope.

all, foure ſcore and feuenteene , whereof threeſcore 
were land-men, 

Being thus imbarked,we ſet ſaile from the Raunge 
at Darimouth the ſaid three and twentieth of March : 
They ſerfaile buttbe winde altering ypon a ſudden , pur vs backe 
the2z. of againe that euening ; and about two of the clocke the 
March, next morning (it comming better for vs) we weighed 

anchor,and pur to Sea:the cuening following we loſt 
 ſightofthe Lyz4r2,and ſteered away for the Canaries.

The cleyenth day I ſent the Pinnace , anqthe 
Shallop to water at the Calmes , aad there ro attend 
my comming; but with my Ship I held my courſe for 
Orotawo , a Towne. on the other ſide of the Iland,, in 
hope to get ſome wine: amongſt the Merchars there; 
bur not being able'{ by teaſon of a,contrary wind) to 
double Punta de Nega,wealtered our courſe from wine 
to water. And the twelth day we paſſed by SartaCruzy 
and watered that;cuening at.the Calmes,,'. + 

This watering place is very conuenient for all ſuch *n exccllen: 
as paſſe'by thoſe Ilands, and is thus to be found, ,1...."® 
there is a wooden crofſe neere vnto it, the high Pike 
of Texerife-beareth due North from itz Thexe js alſo 
a ledge of rocks to the Eaftward of the lading place, 
which is a ſhort ſandy bay z When you are landed, 
you ſhall finde the place about forty or fifty yardes 
from the Sea ſide, | :

Potatoes, bread of Cfſan#, and ſuch like cates , which 
were heartily. welcome to my hungry company : In 
recopence whereof, I gaue them kniues,bcades, Iewes 
trumps and ſuch toyes , which well contented them. 
Burt when I had a while entertained them, and made 
knowne vnto them the returne of the Indian Marin 
their countryman, whom Ihad brought with me out 
of Exy/axd, they ſeemed exceeding ioyfull, fuppoſing 


that he had beene dead, being aboue foure yeares at- 


ter he departed from them. 

The Indian before mentioned to hane ſerned Sir 
Tohn Gi1b# 1 (whoſe name was Tohn ) whileſt he lined 
(for he is now dead,and dyed a Chriftian)wasa great 
help vnto vs, becauſe he ſpake our language much ber- 
ter then either of thoſe that I had brought with me, 
and was cuer firme and faithfull ro vs vntill his death, 

v3 This Indian (as I haue heard) being at the point 
of death , deſired ſome of my company that were 
theri'preſent, toſfinga Pſalme with him, which being 
ended, he tolde them hee could not live: And hee 
ET D | acknow- 
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acknowledged that he had benca wicked ſinner : but 
did hopethat he ſhold be ſaued by the precious blood 
of our Sauiour Ieſfus Chriſt, & deſired all them that 
were then preſent, to beare witnes that he dyed a 
Chriſtian, yea(as he added)a Chriſtian of Eng! :4, £1 
By this ſaid Indian Iohn, I vaderſtood that their 
rowne vvas ſcituate vpon the Eaſt fide of the hill in 
the mouth of #japoco, and was called Caripo : that the 
Indian XMariiz was Lord thereof, and that in his ab- 
ſence his Brother was chiefe, Morcouer, he certified 
me,that the principall Indian of that riuer was called 
A village cal- Caraſans, (vvho by good fortune) vvas then at Carzps, 
lcd Carp0, and ſo hauing ſpentſome ime in other conference & 
friendly entertainment, they tooke their leaue , and 
departed for thattime. I ſent vvith them one of my 
company (that could ſpeake their Language) to giue 
notice to Cars/axa,and the reſt ofthe Indians of Caro, 
that I had brought home their Countryman Martin, 
n vvhome they all thought to be dead ; and another of 
Cane ST their Natis alſo,vyho had kindred & friends amongſt 
| Indians, them: to deſire him to come aboord my Ship,and ro 
bring vvith him the principall Indians of Carzpo, that 
I might declare vnto them the cauſe of my comming 
into their Country, and conferre vvith them of other 
matters , intended for their good. The next day I 
came into the riuer of zjapoco, and Anchored ouer- 
againſt the Sande Bay. 
TheIndians Thenext day follovving, the Indians came aboord 
came aboard.

thony Capabre who was a Chriſtian, and had liued in 
Eng/and fourteene yearcs; both which F had brought 
home vnto them; whentheybeheld them-, and ater 
ſalutations,and foe conference knew to be the ſame 
perſons, whome long before they ſuppoſed to haue 
bene dead, they expreſſed much toy and content- 
ment; and ynderſtanding ( from their owne mouths) 
how well I had vſed them, they ſeemed tobe betrer 
pleaſed with our comming into their Country and 
when their rude ſalutations to their new come Coun- 
try-men were ended , I tooke them a-part , and thus 
declared the cauſe of my comming,

When I had thus declared-rrito them the cauſe.of 
my comming, they made this anſwere : that with our | 
comming they were well pleaſed , but our number 
of men they thought too great; that they wanted 
meanes to prouide vs bread ſufficient for then all, ha- 
uing but a ſinall towne, few gardens,and ſlender pro- 
uifton for their owne Companies, becauſe ſince Cap- 
taine Zejyh his death ; and his mens departure from 
them, they neuer made prouiſion for any ſtrangers, | 
I replyed; that albeit their towne was ſmall, and 
their gardens few , (for the grounds whercin they 
plant their Ca//au#, whereof they make their bread, 
they call their gardens) yettheir Country was full of 
inhabitans , and had ſtore of gardens to fupply our 
wants of bread, & was plentitully ſtored with other 
proutifions ſufficient for a greater number , which 1 
- deſired might be weckely brought vnto vs, as nead 
required, and that I meant not to take it without re- 
compence , but would giue them ſuch commodities 
_ for it, as ſhould well pleaſe them,which they wanted: 
* as axes, hatchets, kniues , beades , looking-glafles, 
Iewes trumps,and ſuch like things wherein they mot

Thetndians Thenthey defired to conſult amongft themſelues, |

cell, two houres , which time they ſpent ir debating the 

matter after their maner,and drinking Aqua vita and 
in the end defired my prefence, and made me this

Tkeiranfser, That they were contented and well pleafed wee 
ſhould 
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ſhould live amongſt them : that they would furniſh 
vs with houſes to lodge in, and prouideall neceſſa- 
ries for vs in the beſt manner they.could. But whereas 
I faid our King would permit his people to liue and 
abideamonegſt them, and defend them againſt their 
enemies; they anſwered, it wasa thing they greatly 
had deſired, and expected long : and now they made 
much donbr thereof, and ſaid theywere but words, ,, _ 
hauing heretofore beene * promiſed the like, but noe , aloich : = 
performance had bene made, To reſolue that doubt, Capcaine 
and make good my ſpeeches, I told them that what] 5s" 
had ſpoken thould certainely be performed , and tro 
that end would leaue my brother in their Countrie, 
& ſome of my Company with him , to dwell amongſt 
them , vntill a greater ſupply might be ſentfrom Ex- 
g/and for their better defence. Then they ſeemed to 
giue credit to my words; And fo after much talke; 
and-many complements to pleaſe thenaked people, I 
gaue to Caraſarza fivord, and to the reſt ſome other 
things which pleaſed them well : and then after their 
manner taking their leane, they departed. The next 
day the Indian Aarti wenrta ſhoare,andſcemed ioy- gn 
tull that he had againe recouered his owne home. a Suogen, 

The day following I tooke land , with my ſinall 
Companies in armes, & Colours diſplayed,'8& went The Engliſh 
vp vnto the towne, where I found all the women and ***<1-n 
children ſtanding at their doores beholding vs,only 
with an ordinary looking on: for I hane generally ob- 
ſerued in them a kinde of ſtayednefſe, notinclined to 
theadmiration of any nouelty. The principall In- 
dians came out ynto me , and invited me into the 
Captaines houſe, which yarill the returne of 444r:in

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TheEnglich belonged vnto his brother as chiefe Lord in his ab- 
-» omg the ſence ; [went vp with them into the ſaid houſe, and 
Thegrarefult WAS friendly feaſted with many kinds of their:Coun- 
offer of Mar- TriC Cates; when T had well eaten &retreſhed my ſelf, 
FR, Martin tooke me by the hand and ſaid : that he had, 
not any thing wherewith-to requite my kindneſle to- 
wards him, in ſuch manner as-he deſired : neither had 
he ſuch delicate fare , and good lodging for vs, as in 
Erplaxd heretofore we had beene vied vnto : but hum- 
bly intreated me to accept his houſc in good part for 
my ſelfe, andthe Gentlemen of my Company : and 
chereſt ſhould be lodged in other Indian houſes ad- 
toyning ; and that ſuch prouthions as the Countrie 
yeelded, ſhould be prouided-for vs, Hts ſpeech was 
approued by the reſt of the chiefe Indians preſent, 
who tooke meby the hand one aitcr another, . & after 
their: mannerbad-me welcome. I gaue them many 
thankes, and ſome rewards for their kind cntertaine- 
ment; & then diſpoſed my Company in conuentent 
TheEnglich Todgings : bur: yerT kept a continuall guard, as in 
ſecled ar Cari- time of warre. 
Fo = wa When Thad thus fetled my Company at this vil- 
#fthe place, Jage , I went out to view the fituation of the place, 
and the aduantages for defence thereof, Irt is a 
great rockie mountaine , not acceſſable by reaſon of 
taſt woods , and ftcepe rocks , but only -in' certaine 
laces, which are narrow foote-paths, very ſtcepe 8 
caſte to be defended ; whereby we were lodged as ina 
ſtrong Fort, and moſt conueniently, in reſpe& the 
harbour was ſoneere, for our ſhips did ride at an- 
chorynderncath vs,oucr againſt the foote of the hill.

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Eing thus ariued vpon the Coaſt, I found the time

ming (as enemies) into his Signorie,forburning and churiver, 


ſpoiling his houſes, and his people; he demanded fa- 
tisfaction for the hurt done, and reſtitution of the 
priſoners taken; and warned them forthwith to de- 
part his Signorie, and deſiſt from warre: which if 
they refuſed tofulfill , hee was there ready with his 
friends the Engliſh men <o fight with them, and re- 
ucnge his wrongs; and ſaid further, that if in the con- 
flitany of the Engliſhmen were ſlaine, or hurt: hee 
would then fetch all the reſt from #epoco, and returne 
into their Countrie to burne their houſes , and cut 
themall in peeces. Thus he boldly ſpake, with ſuch 
a courage, ſhewing alſo our men vntothem , (who 
had their match incocke ready to diſcharge) thathe 
ſtrooke ſuch a feare into themall , by reaſon of our 


mens preſence , that they preſently agreed to peace, The Chuibes 


performed what conditions hee required, andrthen * 
departed home with all their Company. Here may 


your Maieſtie note, the factions among the Indian Englifh. 


Nations: the diſcipline and order they holde in war: 
the feare the Chiribes conceiued. at the Gght of our 
Englſhmen :and the policy of the Indian Leonard to 
take aduantage by their feare , and make our men his 
Guard , and chiefe protection againſt them. Theſe 
things.in time will much auaile vs, being well obſer- 
ued and rightly applyed accordiug to occaſion, But

The burning ted the vnhabitable and burning Zoze : but our daily 
core, experience doth aſſure vs of their certaine miſtaking 
| in that point; for in thoſe parts we finde that when 
the Sunne declinerh furtheſt from them towards the 
Tropicke of ,Capricorne , the ayre is then cleereſt , and 
the ſeaſon of the yeare moſt dry : as in the Eaſterne 
parts 
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parts of Guians in Auguſt , September, QQober, No- 
ucmber and December; and when the Sunne retur- 
neth towards the Tropicke of Cancer, then:doe the 

raines begin, increaſe, and decreaſe, from February 
to Iuly ; but ſometimes they begin to fall , and the ri- 
uers to riſe , ſwell, and ouerflowe ſooner or later by a 
month or two : and the yeare is ſometimes more or 
lefſe windy and wet, according to the diſpoſition of 
the Heauens,,.and ofthe Planets ;and as the Sunne 
declineth or approacheth little or much, cuen ſo the 
earth wanteth or aboundeth with water and moiſture, 
847 Andhere is to be noted, that the wind blowing 
ſtill Eaſterly, andfrom the Sea, the clowds exhaled 
thence, doe at their meeting with the Land which 
lyeth weſtward ,. difſolue and diſperſe themſclues : 
which is the cauſethat the greater ſtore of raines doc 
fall more necre the Sea, andfurther vp within the 

land, the raines ſtill leſſen more and more. <2 
The reaſons of theſe ftrange diucrſities from other 
regions without the Tropickes, are very excellently de- 
clared by 1/eph Acoſta..in the ſecondbooke of his na- 
turalland morall hiſtory of the Indies , to which Au- 
thor I referre yon for your better ſatisfa@tion therein: 
but with all I muſt aduertiſe you,that whenyou reade 
his firſt and ſecond bookes, you hauerregard to the 
place where they were written, which was in Peru, re- 
puted by vs to: be beyond the EquinoGiall, towards 
the South, or Pole Amtariche. left you erre by miſta- 
king his. meaning : for inthoſe two bookes,when hee 
mentioneth anyplace beyond the Equimodtiall, hee 
meaneth towards the Norh, or Pole 4r&icke.

ſo in rrelid,the Neatherlands, in all the Eaſterly Coun- 
tries,and Germany; and moſt ofall amongſt the Turks, 
and in Barbary, The price it holdeth is great, the bene- 
fic our Merchants,gaine thereby is infinite, and the 
Rent for the Cuſtome thereof is not 2 little, The To- 
bacco that was brought into Eng/ard in the yeare of 
our Lord 1 610. was at the leaſt worth 60. thouſand 
pans : And fince that time the ſtore that yearly 
ath come in, was little leſfe. It is planted, gathered, 
ſeaſoned, and made vp fit for the Merchant in ſhorr 
Viye,and with caſte labour. Bur when we firſt arriued 
in thoſe parts, wee altogether wanted the true $kill

Henry Houenaer a Dutch-man, who in the yeare of our 
Lord 1610. performed a voyage to Gwama, to the 
places where our Company was ſeated , and now or 
lately didabide in 'Thames-ſtreete, neere vnto Cole-

full of vaine expeQation, and golden hopes, that 
their inſatiable and couetous- mindes (being wholy 
ſer thereon) could not be ſatisfied with any thing bur 
only Golde.Our guide, thatvainely made thoſe great 
promiſes , being come vnto the wiſhed place to 
make performance , was then poſſeſſed with a ſhame- 
leſle ſpirit of ignorance, for he knew little', and 
could performe nothing, What other intelligences 
(of Mines already found) I had from other men in 
England, and from the Maſter of my ſhip, who before 
that time had bene in thoſe parts, I found them (by 
experience) falſe, & nothing true concerning Mines, 

that was in England reported vnto me, 

Our greedy deſire of Golde being thus made fru- 
ſtrate, diuers vnconſtant perſons of my varuly com- 
dal. o. Pay began to murmure, to bee diſcontented, to kin- 
mutzoy, - Uediſcords and diſſenſions, and to-ſtirre vp mutiny, 
2 i euen almoſt to the confuſton and ruine of vs all : and 
were vpon the point to ſhake off all obedicce to their 
Commanders ; to abandon patience, peace & vnity, 
and wilfully to breake out into all miſchicte and 
wretched diſorder, only becauſe they were deceined 
of their golden hopes and expe&ations : but with 
good words, and comfortable perfwaſions, I pacified 
taem for the time, and made them acquainted with 
my better hopes conceiued of the Commodities a-

Vpon the 14. day of AuguſtI went vnto a Moun- 
taine, called G»9274b9, being the vttermolt point of 
land to the Northward in the bay of :apoco ;I found 
the ſoile of it moſt excelleat for Tobacco, Marx, Cot- 
ton trees, 4279 trees, Vines, and for any other 
thing that ſhould be planted rhere, When T had ta- 
ken good view of the place, and found ir commodi- 
ous for many purpoſes; then in the preſence of Capr, 
Fiſher. diuers Gentlemen, andothers of my company, 
and of the Indians alfo,I rooke Poſſ:ſh1t5n of the land, 
by turfe and twig, on the behalte of our late Soue- 
raigne Lord King / A ME $; I tooke the faid poſlcth 
on ofa part, in name of the whole continent of Gui/a- 
za.lying berwixt theriuers of 4#z:2-925 and Orenoque,

our Engliſh Comimodities,and make triall of our In- 
dians friendſhip , afforded ſome ſmall trade for 
their preſent releefe during their aboade in that 
river *, $0: that of force they were conſtrained to 
breake off their diſcouery, and haſten homeward. 
Buthere their dangers ended nor, for as they retur-

be thanked) they eſcaped, and returned home in 
ſafety. | 
Here may your Maieſtie fitly note and obſcrue two 
Twoſpeciall Things : the one, the aſſured loue and-fidelity of the 
things ro bee Indians to our Nation: who hauing in their power 
ovlerued. for fix weekes ſpace, foure only of our company, and 
two of thoſe the chiefeſt of the reſt : and if they had 
bene falſe and trecherouſly minded towards them, ' 
The fideliry might eaſily hane drowaed, ſtarued, or flaine them : 
ofthe Indians yer did not only forbeare to practiſe harme againſt 
them, but did alſo ſafely towe their boats, night by 
night prepare their lodgings in the woods, & daily 
vic their care and beſt endeauours to diſcouer and 
prenent all dangers that might happen ro'them, and 
to guide them, ſerue them, and prouide them meare. 
Such truſt and faithfulneſle is rarely found among(t 
ſuch Heathen people, and yet wee haue had many 
yeeres experience thereof, The other thing to be ob- 
ſerued here, is the ſtore and plenty of vicualsan Guza- 
za: where ſixty 'foure perſons togeather in one com- 
ne? £. 
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pany, without wy prouiſion of victuals (bread and 


drinke excepted) before hand made, could trauell a- 
broade for th weekes ſpace, moſt commonly lodging 
in the woods, ſeldome in any towne or village, and 
yet in all places whereſocuer they came,could readily 
get meate ſufficient for them all:which bleſſing God 
hath giuen to G4/a»a , for the comfort of all ſuch as 
ſhall be willing and deſire to be planters there, 

This, and much more conld my Brother haue true- 
ly auouched, if hee had lined ; bur {ſince his returne 
into Expand ) it hath pleaſed God, who gaue him 
life, and preſerned him from many dangers, to take 
him to his mercy, Butthe other, Captaine Harzey ſur- 
ujueth : whoſe life hath ener ſuted with a generous 
and worthy ſpirit , profefling Armes , and following 
the warres : who alſo is generally well knowne to be 
a Gentleman, both honeſt, and of good reputation : 
hee willauerre and iuſtifie for truth , what here 
15 mentioned, But I will now returne from whenceT 
haue digreſſed.

Maieſtic, taken poſſeſſion at Gomer:bo, in preſence of

Yeelding and paying yearely the twentieth part of all 
Tobacco , Cotton-wooll, 4znoto, and other Com- 
modities whatſoeyer , which ſhould hereafter be ei- 
ther planted, or growing within the ſaid Mountaine, 
ifit were demanded, The Indian moſt gladly recei- 
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ucd the poſſeſſion vpon theſe conditions , and for 
himſelfe and his poſteritie , did promiſe, to be true 
ſubic&s vnro the ſaid Kings Maieſtie , his Heires , and 
Succeſlors : And jto pay the duties impoſed vpon 


them; and ſo that buſineſſe being finiſhed , Fretur- 


ned againe to W4p9co 137 Then the ſaid Indian Amntho- 
zy Canabre , together with his Vncle 3, and ſome other 
Indians his friends, began to cut downe woods, and 
to cleare ſome part of the ground at the ſaid Gomeri- 
bo .with intent to build them houſes , and make Gar- 
dens to plant Maix, and Caſ/aurfor their prouiſion of 
Bread and Drinke ; And they laboured to ſo good 
effe& ; that ( as haue bene credibly informed ) there 
isnow a Towne of Indians in that place, containing. 
aboue 50. or 60. houſes, 

Now Sir', about the ſame time, there came vnto 
my knowledge, an inconuenience hapened by the

I had a purpoſe at 
that time to performe a buſineſſh , which might haue 
proned profitable, and honourable vnto vs , if I had 
bene able to haue ſtayed the time, but it was not my 
chance to be ſo fortunate: forthe Maſter , his Mates, 
and the Steward of my Shippe, came vnto me, and 
rolde me plainely, that if I made any longer aboade in 
that Countrie , I would neuer in thoſe Shippes re- 
curne into Exgland : or if I did aquenture it, my ſelfe, 
and all my Company would ſtarue at Sea, for want of 
Beere, Syder, and water : for allmy Caske ( becauſe

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Te was not Iron-bound) was ſpoyled,. the wooden 
hoopes flew off , by reaſon of the heate ofthe Cli- 
mate, & our Beere and Syder,(whereof we had good 
ſtore) did leake| about the Shippe , that wee could 
hardly ſaue ſufficient to releeue vs, if wee made a 
longer ſtay vpon the Coaſt : which was the Maſters 
fault, hauing had a fpeciall charge to be carefull of
